ABOTT THE 
DECORATION OF OBA YEO* 
Joseph Bingham, the learned English 
minister of the Anglican church of Hanton, 
England, published in the commencement 
of the 18th century a book on “Antiqui­ 
ties of 
Christendom” 
in 
which he 
speaks 
about 
the 
decoration 
of 
the graves in the first ages of Christendom. 
He mentions the heathen customs, which 
the Christians improved,—that is, as the 
heathen had revived the Hebrew customs, 
so the Christians Christianized and cor­ 
rected their abuses. Already the heathen 
Emperor} Justinian $ found it necessary to 
give laws against too much pomp in dec­ 
orating graves. The old custom of the 
collecting of money, as we read in the Old 
Testament—in order to offer sacrifices 
for 
the 
dead 
soldiers, 
was 
wasted, instead of sending tho collected 
money to the temple of Jerusalem, for 
sacrifices. The abuse prevailed by and by, 
to put great sums of money, even all the 
jewels, etc, with the coffins ot the dead in 
the grave. 
Fi. Joseph, the Jewish his* 
tome, tells us that the rebel Hircamus 
robbed 
the 
grave 
of 
the 
King 
David 
of 
3.000 talents 
of 
gold. 
The Christians decorated tho graves of 
the martyrs in the first ages with trophic, 
more or less costly, according to circum­ 
stances and time* lo the old cemeteries oi 
Naples, Rome, etc., we find grave stones 
with a simple sign—a crors, a column, e'c.» 
or ornamented with an altar, oratorical 
and later with a church built over the 
graves of the martyred, soldiers of Christ. 
Not seldom the Christians waked all night 
near their beloved neighbors with burning 
lights, not as the Gentiles did in supersti­ 
tious custom to Inquire from the spirit of 
the dead future even's, but with the devout 
intention oi honoring the glorious martyr, 
and to implore his intercession, at the 
throne of b’s victorious mrstcr in heaven. 
Roses and other flowers were pat upon 
the graves as signs of the victory over 
death. The church authority in peace 
with the Christian Emperor Constantine, 
instituted, as Bingham, proves, the order 
of Copites, whose number in Constanti­ 
nople was 1,3C), to toke care of the graves 
and their decoration.
